In other words it is proposed by the 
democrats to collect revenues to run 
the g overnment by taxing such g oods 
as are produced in and come from 
foreig n shores, and in which we have 
no special interest instead of com­ 
pelling the foreig n manufacturer to 
pay us a duty upon his pauperized 
labor products l>efore he is allowed to 
dump them upon our mark**!* to 
compete with our wag e earners and 
our manufacturers.

to American industries is the battle- 
cry , and no amount of cheap clap-t rap 
talk about 7 per cent.—not even an 
occasional fishy messag e from His 
Excellency —can turn the attention of 
the people away from the fact that 
the democratic [» arty has pronounced 
itself ag ainst the g rand old republican 
doctrine of protection.

M ost of the victim s are mcinl»crs of the 
Am erican B a p tist Union, which recently a n ­ 
nounced that no more consular aid w ill be re­ 
quested, and th a t native memliers must s«>ek 
redr«*ss from the Chinese authorities.

consul says that the treaty between China 
and this country is silent in regard to the 
prevention or correction of these persecutions.

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Judge Fleming for the Legislature. 


We have the pleasure this week to 
present the name of Judge W. A. 
Fleming as a candidate for the re­ 
public rn nomination for the legisla­ 
ture from Crow Wing county. This 
is purely a case of the office seeking 
the man, a case so rare*tiow-a-days 
that it must commend itself to all 
honest republicans in this city, and in 
this legislative district for that matter. 
During the past month there has 
been an urgent appeal from many 
prominent republicans for Mr. Flem­ 
ing to announce himself as a candidate 
for the position without avail, but the 
sentiment has grown so strong that 
he could no longer resist the wishes 
of his friends in this matter and he 
has at last consented to allow them to 
use his name in that connection, 
Judge Fleming is well known to a 
majority of our readers in this city, 
and his ability to ably represent us 
in the coming session of the legisla­ 
ture is not questioned. Two years 
ago he was elected to the position of 
municipal judge without opposition, 
and during his continuance in that 
office he has regulated matters com­ 
ing under his jurisdiction in such a 
satisfactory manner that not one word 
of criticism has been heard. He is a 
man well up in his profession, cf good 
sound judgment and executive ability, 
and we know of no bettor selection 
that could be made. The matter :s 
entirely in the hands of Mr. Flem­ 
ing’s friends who will see that he 
is sent to the legislature by a good 
majority. 


We really feel sorry for the Journal 
editor, for we have hurt his feelings 
—called someone a precious fellow. 
How ready some people are to have 
their corns tread upon.

Stivers, or some of the crowd 
that started the great cry of fraud 
when this decision in the land cases 
was given. Don’t you be alarmed 
about there being no appeal if there 
are any grounds for it on account of a 
lack of funds. Mr. “Non-partisan” 
would readily put up the shiners if 
he had any idea that he could reverse 
the decision. 
“Pity, ’tis, 'tis true.” 


They are for Free Trade. 


It is claimed, and it is undoubtedly 
true, that, by the Mills bill, as passed 
by the house, a general reduction of 7 
per cent only is made on the present 
tariff duties, and this fact is fog- 
homed all over the country as a com­ 
plete answer to the charge that Pres­ 
ident Cleveland and his party am in 
favor of free trade. 
But it is no 
answer at all. In fact the average 
rate of duties on imports may lie made 
even higher than it now is with no 
protection at all to our industries and 
our laborers afforded. 
How? By 
simply taking the duty off the pro­ 
ducts of American labor—off those 
articles which we manufacture and 
which ought to be protected against 
the cheap labor of Europe—and plac­ 
ing it upon what are called luxuries, 
such as tea, 
coffee, 
spices, and 
numberless other like commodities 
which we do not make or produce. 
In other words it is proposed by the 
democrats to collect revenues to ran 
the government by taxing such goods 
as are produced in and come from 
foreign shores, and in which we have 
no special interest instead of com­ 
pelling the foreign manufacturer to 
pay us a duty upon his pauperized 
labor product* before he is allowed to 
dump them upon our markets to 
compete with our wage earners and 
our manufacturers. 
Adopt the demo­ 
cratic plan and you impose a tax upon 
the consumer of luxuries, but you have 
at the same time let in the foreign 
manufacturer, duty free, to compete 
with our manufacturers. 
This is 
England's way and it was Cobden's 
way, and Cobden was the father of 
free trade in England 
It is not 
therefore, a question of this or that 
pier cent but upon what shall we im­ 
pose any duty at all. 
The Southern 
idea is. that having nothing but sugar 
and rice to protect it will lie bettor 
for her, at least to adopt the English 
method of raising revenues. 
But the 
North, alive as she is with the busy 
hum of industry, cannot afford to 
commit so suicidal an act. 
Protection 
to American industries is the battle­ 
cry. and no amount of cheap clap-t rap 
talk about 7 p>er cent.—not even an 
occasional fishy message from His 
Excellency—can turn the attention of 
the people away from the fact that 
the democratic j>arty has pronounced 
itself against the grand old republican 
doctrine of protection. We believe in 
protection and have said so time and 
time again and are now proclaiming 
it from every republican stump in the 
I’nitod States. On the other hand the 
democratic leaders are for free trade, 
and have said so, but they do not now 
like the crow which they are compelled 
to eat. and are trying to evade the 
matter by throwing sand into the eyes 
of the public in the shaj>e of j**r cents, 
and messages. 


The democrats are tolling the farm­ 
ers that free wool will increase the 
prioe and the manufacturers that it 
will give them cheaper wool. Suppose 
the wool growers and the woolen 
manufacturers should get together 
and compare notes, what then? 


Too Thin. 
Several

“The news is recej v d this morning 
of the nomination for the presidency 
by the democrats of Mr. Harrison. 
This places him in opposition to Gen. 
Cleveland, nominated by the Repub- 
licans at Buffalo, Chic. 
It is under­ 
stood that a crisis is imminent, arid 
that Gen. Hayes, the present lncum- 
lH*nt os tie* office, will return to his 
farm in Boston. 
It seems that two 
other men have also been nominated 
as substitutes, in case the regular 
nominees should Im* killed during the 
campaign, which will bt* carried on 
with vigor. On the republican ticket 
is Prof. Morton, of Alaska, but at pre­ 
sent living in Flordia, though it is 
siad that he claims to Le a resident 
of the great agricultural State of 
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Bro. Stivers must lie laboring un­ 
der the impression that there is a 
big fish lying around loose some­ 
where.

One 
is the balloon ascension and drop by 
parachute by Prof. J. \V. Price and 
Millie Viola. 
Two ascensions will be 
made during the week, one of thrill 
by Miss Viola. *She will ascend in 
the balloon to the height of five thou­ 
sand feet and then let herself loose 
and descend, clinging by her hands 
to the boopis of the parachute.

The Number of the Stars. 
The total nu iii Ut of Ktara one 
see will ifrpexiil very largely upon the 
. eieameHH of th** atmosphere aiel the 
! keenness oft ho eye. Tie-re are in the 
whole refeHtia! Kphere about (>,0(8) 
* tan* visible to an ordinary good 
eye. OI fL-s**, however, we eau never 
; see more than a fraction tit any one 
j time, because a half of the sphere 
I always below 
the horizon. If we 
could ms* a star iii th** horizon, os e;i- 
tjil v ac in the zenith, a half of the 
whole numU-r, or 3,000, would be 
j visible on any clear night. But st arn 
near the horizon are Keen through 
so great a thickness of atmosphere 
aa greatly to obscure their light, 
and only the brightest on« sean there 
U* seen. As ti result of t Ii in obscur­ 
ation. it is not likely that more than 
2,000 stars can ever U* taken ilia 
single view bv any ordinary eye. 
About 2,(KH) oilier st firs are so near 
th** South Pole that they never rise 
iii our latitudes. Hence out of 6,000 
supposed to U* visible, only 4.HHH 
ever conte within tin* range of our 
vision, unless we make a journey to­ 
wards tie* equator. 
As telescopic power is increased, we 
still find stars of fainter and fainter 
light. But the number can not go 
on increasing forever in the same ra­ 
tio as with the brighter magnitudes, 
lieeause; if it did. the whole sky 
would U* ti blaze of starlight. 
lf telescopes wit ii powers far exceed­ 
ing our present ones were made,they 
would no doubt show new stars of 
the twentieth and twenty-first, etc., 
magnitudes. 
But it is highly prob­ 
able that the number of such succes­ 
sive orders of stars would not in­ 
crease in the same ratio as is observ­ 
ed in the eight, ninth, and tenth 
magnitudes, for example. The enor­ 
mous labor of estimating the num­ 
ber of stars of such classes will long 
prevent the accumulation of statis­ 
tics on this question: hut this much 
is certain, that in special regions of 
the sky, which have been searchingly 
examined bv various telescopes of 
successively increasing apertures,the 
number of new stars found is by no 
means in proportion to the increased 
instrumental powers, if this is found 
to l»e true elsewhere, the conclusion 
may be that, after all, the stellersyM- 
tcm can be experimentally shown to 
Im* of finite extent and to contain on­ 
ly a finite nam tier of stars. In the 
whole sky an eye of average power 
will see about 6,000 stars, as I have 
just said. With a telescope t his num­ 
ber is greatly increased, and the most 
powerful telescope of modern times 
will show more than 00,000,000 
stars. Of this number, not one out 
of a hundred has ever been catalog­ 
ued at all. 
In all 314,020 stars, 
from tii<* first to th** 9^ magnitudes, 
are contained in the northern sky; 
or about 000,000 in both hemi­ 
spheres. All of these can beseen with 
three-inch object glass.—Prof. L. 8. 
Holden, in tlie August Century.

Lying snugly on an ebon-hued vel­ 
vet cushion in the cabinet which oc­ 
cupies an alcove in the library of one 
of the most elegantly appointed and 
suljstantial mansions of San Fran­ 
cisco, there is a memento of the 
California of forty years ago—a silent 
reminder of the days when the yellow 
idol, whose shrine was in the old river 
lieds and along the rocky mountain 
sides of the new land, counted his 
fiercely eager devotees by the thou­ 
sand.

Two or three weeks 
later I struck it rich and took out 
enough the first flay to make me be- j 
gin to think of home and a big bank 
account some day soon. I was only 
a youngster, and had worked my self 
sick already, and I was fool enough 
to tell all over camp about my good 
luck.

morning I 
started for my hole and found it had 
i**eu ‘jumped?
